Tbe 77a7 te Oools Oysters.^ 

The oyster is eaten in a variety of 
styles. He will bo eaten to-day broiled, 
fried, stowed, steamed, scallopod and 
raw. Some people in Chicago eat them 
pickled. No matter, Chicago is young yet 
and will learn better after a while. So 
wealthy and enterprising acity cannot re- 
main forever uncivilized. The best way 
to eat oysters is the old fashioned Mary- 
land way. .Shuck your oysters and on 
pain of death let not a drop of water or 
milk touch them. Let them repose for a 
few niomoiits iu their own liquid while 
you cut up a very amall ijuaiitily of fat, 
I new bacon, with a shrod here and there of 
I lean with it. About an ounce of Jbacon to 
I a (juart of oysters. Ham ia not the beat, 
I neither is in idling; good, new shoulder ia 
I the article. Put tho bacon in a frying 
I [laii and heat rapidly over a vigorously- 
burning,' lire. When the bacon is doiio to 
a crisp pour iu the oysters. Stew for two 
mitmtcs and a half or three, no longer. 
Pepper to suit taste while stewing. If 
the oystets are g.ieid salt water bivalves 
they need no salt. Then pour out and 
eat and thank (iod you live in a land 
where Ihe art of cookery is not wholly 
lost. If you eat oystera cooked in this 
stylo you will never oat them in any oth- 
er if you Can help it.— IVashington lU- 
imbtieiin.
